Washington, Sept. IO.—In the forth­ 
coming great draft every care is to be 
taken to protect essential industries, 
but at the same time exceptional alert­ 
ness will be shown to prevent abuse 
of “industrial exemption” claims. 
Th is has been made clear by the 
Provost Marshal General, explaining 
the "preference list" issued by the war 
industries board to aid draft boards 
in determining proper application of 
the so-called work or fight order. 
These lists, embodied in four divis­ 
ions, compiled according to their rela­ 
tive essentiality for war work, 
are 
merely for guidance. 
"Such lists shall not be regarded as 
binding upon the district boart! in its 
conclusions as to whether any par­ 


ticular industry, occojiaMon or em­ 
ployment is necessary," Provost Mar­ 
shal General Crowder today declared. 
“ Nor shall such lists prevent the 
district board from holding as neces­ 
sary any industry, occupation or em­ 
ployment npt contained therein." 
Crowder declares that these 
lists 
merely supplement information to as­ 
sist the boards in dealing with spe­ 
cific cases. 
Each board will have industrial ad­ 
visors Vi’ho will bring to the atten­ 
tion of the board itself, such m atters 
as whether or not individuals engag­ 
ed in some particular line of industry 
are so necessary thereto as to 
out­ 
weigh the benefit the nation would get 
from their services elsewhere.
